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A. Ac c cgapllBhzaentg and Coordination Activities 

1. Bamal progress wne made by the c p rop o nent s of the Geographic 
Area In f ulfilli ng production schedules for reports and maps and in 
giving support and services. In addition to this, each of the ccsuporaents 
has taken significant steps to re-ctxamlne the preparation of monthly 
re p orts, the preparation and handling of requirements, and various 
management practices related to everyday procedures and activities. 

The Management Survey of the Map Library Division was completed and the 
recotmaendationn of the Management Team ware discussed In detail in two 
lengthy meetings attended by the Management Team, Chief, d/GL, Deputy 
Chief, St/A, and Chief /G, as well as representatives of various Map 
Library Division functions being discussed. The details of the recom- 
mendations and the evaluation of them by responsible officials are being 
made a matter for the record. 

2. The Cartography Division completed 3 4 maps and charts, of which 
4 were for the Department of State. Requests accepted numbered 53 

48 for CIA, 2 far the Department of State, 2 for the Air Force, and 1 
for the BSC. Two noteworthy projects completed during the month verts; 

(a) a series of four maps on the Middle East Order of Battle Situation 
completed on a crash basis for a special ME; and (b) a map an the Soviet 
Bloc Airlines to the Free World for the Randall Cerssifctee Report. The 
Special Support Branch completed 39 new maps and charts, in addition to 
1 revision; also, 2 reruns were requested and completed. 

3 . The Map Library Division received 3# 539 capo and 582 related 
publications from foreign sources. Of these, 36 $ were retained in CIA, 
33# seat to AMS, 17# to the Library of Congress, 8 # to the Department of 
the Interior, 3# to ACIC and 2# to NBA.
